NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL 
OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA; 

SECTION 1. That I.T.B. #7138 between the City of 
Fort Wayne, by and through its Department of Purchasing 
and MARTIN ENTERPRISES (expenditures will exceed $100,000 
during 1995) for the Water Pollution Control Plant, 
respectfully for: 


demolition services for the removal 
of building #8 located at 2300-2500 
Holton Avenue through the Department 
of Neighborhood Code Enforcement; 


involving a total cost of Forty-Eight Thousand and no/100 
Dollars ($48,000.00), all as more particularly set forth 
in said I.T.B. #7138, which is on file in the Office of 
the Department of Purchasing, and is by reference 
incorporated herein, made a part hereof, and is hereby in 
all things ratified, confirmed and approved.

RECORD OF HEARING AND FINDINGS OF HEARING OFFICER 


Action taken at a hearing relative to an order issued by the 
Department of Neighborhood Code Enforcement of the City of Fort 
Wayne, pursuant to the provisions of enforcement of the Department 
of Neighborhood Code Enforcement, General Ordinance G-31-84:

Order to Demolish 
Findings of Fact: 

1. Proper notice of Order and Hearing relative to the Order 
were given to all persons with substantial property 
interest in the real estate affected. 

2. Under General Ordinance G-31-85, the building designated 
as Building Eight (8) on the map that is attached to this 
finding and order and designated as Attachment 1, which 
said building is located in the approximate northeast 
corner of the real estate that is the subject of the 
hearing, and which said building is further identified in 
photographs attached to this finding and order and is 
identified as Attachment 2 is: 

a. An impaired structural condition that makes it unsafe to 
person or property. 

b . A f ire„ hazard. 

c. A hazard to pubic health. 

d. A pubic nuisance. 



e. Dangerous to person or property because of violations of 
Section 152.31 of G-31-85 for the following reasons: 


collapsed roof 
loose mortar 

missing windows and doors 

3. Under General Ordinance G-31-85, the common areas and 
grounds of the real estate that is the subject of the 
hearing are: 


a. A hazard to public health 


b. A public nuisance.

Dangerous to person or property because of 
violations of Section 152.31 of G-31-85, for the 
following reasons: 


Trash, debris, discarded construction 
material, used vehicle tires, and abandoned 
vehicles are present throughout the premises. 


DECISION OF THE HEARING OFFICER: 


The order to demolish the structure designated as Building 
Eight (8) located in the approximate northeast section of the 
subject real estate is hereby affirmed. As part of the order the 
Hearing Officer recommends that the Department of Neighborhood Code 
Enforcement for the City of Fort Wayne withhold enforcement of the 
demolition order until November 15, 1994. 


The Hearing Officer hereby modifies the remainder of the order 
as follows: 


The Trash, debris, discarded construction material, used 
vehicle tires and abandoned vehicles present on the 
grounds and common areas of the subject real estate 
constitute a violation of Section 152.31 of G-31-85, and 
the Hearing Officer orders that the ordinance violation 
be corrected forthwith.

On March 21, 1995 the City Council Finance Committee'discussed an 
ordinance that would allocate funds for the demolition of Building 
#8 located at 2300-2500 Holton Avenue. 

The discussion that took place concerning this ordinance resulted 
in it being tabled until the members of the Finance Committee could 
review the structure. The purpose of the Finance Committees 
action, as I understood it, was to determine if the danger 
presented by the collapsed roof could be eliminated by securing the 
exterior of the building. It was also my impression that the 
committee did not favor proceeding with the demolition, and wanted 
us to examine other alternatives. 

Based on the conclusion that I have drawn from the discussions that 
took place on March 21, 1995, and our examination of alternatives, 
I am formally requesting that this ordinance be withdrawn. As part 
'of the withdrawal I want to indicate that we will make every effort 
to secure the perimeter of the building to discourage access to the 
area that we proposed to demolish. Keep in mind that the area to 
be demolished cannot be entirely isolated from the remainder of the 
building because other portions of the building are in use. 

The condition of the roof in building #8 will continue to 
deteriorate and the problem that we attempted to address in this 
ordinance, will continue to worsen because of exposure to the 
weather. At some point in the future the question of demolition 
will, in all probability, have to be addressed. For a period of 
time we can do some minimal clean-up (placing a lien on the 
property for our costs) and maintain a relatively safe situation. 
I want to emphasize again that we are, in all probability, simply 
buying time here and will have to address the need to demolish the 
building in the near future for safety reasons. Until then it will 
simply remain an eyesore in the neighborhood.
